A TEENAGER from Tottenham who 
stashed a gun and hundreds of rounds of 
ammunition on behalf of a violent gang has 
been jailed for five years.

was keeping the derringer handgun in a ruck¬ 
sack at her home in Northumberland Park for 
members of a criminal network involved in 
violent crime. 

When officers from the Met’s serious and 
organised crime command stormed the house, 
Boateng admitted moving the rucksack from her 
bedroom because she knew there was “some¬ 
thing bad” in it. 

A bag was found in the kitchen containing 
about 300 rounds of ammunition as well as 
dozens of magnum rounds. Three of the rounds 
were of a prohibited type of expanding bullets 
known as dum-dums and a further home-made 
bullet was found in her front room. 

Boateng was arrested and admitted knowing 
she had the bag but said she did not know what 
was in it. However, forensic experts discovered 
a hair caught in a knot of a plastic bag contain¬ 
ing ammunition which DNA testing revealed to 
belong to the teenager. 

Boateng admitted possession of a prohibited 
firearm and prohibited ammunition and another 
charge of unlawful possession of the remaining 
194 bullets at Kingston Crown Court. 

Detective Chief Inspector Peter Beyer, from 
the Met’s central task force, said: “Whether or 
not Boateng knew the exact contents of the bag 
in her home, she, in her own words, knew it con¬ 
tained ‘something bad’. 


“We have removed a gun and a large quantity 
of ammunition from the streets which would no 
doubt have caused injury or death. The Met has 
said loud and clear that people who store guns 
for others will face time in jail.” 

Girls and young women in Haringey and five 
other boroughs have been warned of the grave 
consequences of storing guns for their 
boyfriends and other gang members in a hard¬ 
hitting police campaign, unveiled last autumn. 
Under the strapline “hide his gun and you help 
commit the crime,” the drive was aimed at halt¬ 
ing a worrying increase in girls caught hiding 
deadly weapons. 

The message was particularly targeted at 
teenagers of Afro-Caribbean heritage. 

Another 19-year-old from Hornsey was jailed 
for 12 months last year for holding a gun for 
a man she had just met outside a nightclub 
in Stratford. 

Lee Carryl, co-ordinator of the Value Your 
Life anti-gun and knife campaign at Gladesmore 
Community School in Tottenham, said using 
women to dispose of weapons was nothing new. 
He added: “Often in nightclubs, there aren’t 
enough female police officers to search the girls 
so they’re given knives, guns and drugs in the 
same way that younger kids will be used as 
drugs mules.”

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Protest calls for pledge 
on future of hospitals

HEALTH campaigners from across north 
London lobbied government ministers to 
keep a promise to protect frontline hospi¬ 
tal services during a protest at Whitehall 
last week. 

Members of the Save The Whittington 
Hospital Coalition joined forces with 
Enfield’s Save Chase Farm Hospital cam¬ 
paign group last Thursday to urge health 
secretary Andrew Lansley to guarantee 
the future of services. They handed in a 
petition to the Department of Health at 
Richmond House as well as a letter to the 
new health secretary. 

In May, Mr Lansley called a halt to a 
review instigated by the Labour adminis¬ 
tration which had placed services at The 
Whittington at risk. But a new health 
white paper has plunged the future of 
services into uncertainty once more by 
placing the baton of power into the hands 
of GPs, who will soon control 80 per cent 
of health budgets. 

Coalition chairwoman Shirley Franklin, 
who fears services are again at risk under 
the new plans, spoke at the protest. 

She said: “We are here for two reasons. 
A broken promise from Andrew Lansley 
because he said that our hospitals would 
be safe under his administration and 
already they are not. Not only that, but 
we are demonstrating against the threat to 
the NHS with the new white paper. 

“We have asked for guarantees that our 



hospitals will be safe but received a letter 
back which did not give those guarantees.” 

Shortly after the general election Mr 
Lansley called a halt to all hospital recon¬ 
figurations, including that at Chase Farm 
Hospital which would have seen addi¬ 
tional pressure placed on frontline ser¬ 
vices at North Middlesex University 
Hospital in Edmonton, used by many res¬ 
idents from Haringey. The hospital in 
Enfield was due to lose its A&E, children’s 
and maternity services from next summer.

Free swims 
for elderly 
are ditched 

FREE swimming passes for 
the young and elderly in 
Haringey will fall under the 
axe following government cuts 
condemned as “short sighted”. 

Haringey Council leader 
Claire Kober has slammed the 
decision by the new coalition 
government to scrap funding 
for free swimming for under¬ 
lbs and over-60s in England. 

The government has cut the 
scheme eight months early 
as part of swingeing cuts to 
public spending. For the past 
year, young and old residents 
have been entitled to swim for 
free at council-run pools in 
Haringey but this will come 
to an end at the end of August. 

Ms Kober said: “This is a 
disappointing and short-sighted 
measure. The scheme has 
played an important role in 
helping keep our communities 
fit and healthy.” 

From September, Haringey 
residents who are 65 and over 
can swim for free from 
9am to 5pm on weekdays if 
they have registered through 
the Active Card Scheme. 
Children under three will also 
swim free of charge. Adults 
can still get the first six weeks 
of swimming lessons for free.

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Featherstone is taking 
fashion moguls to task 
over images of women

AIRBRUSHED pictures of models and 
celebrities in magazines are placing 
young people under huge pressure to 
look perfect, Hornsey and Wood Green 
MP Lynne Featherstone has said. 

The new government equalities min¬ 
ister has spoken out against stick-thin 
models being used in the media and on 
billboards, saying they make young 
woman - and increasingly men as well 
- feel bad about the way they look and 
can even lead to eating disorders. 

Ms Featherstone, who was voted par¬ 
liament’s most attractive MP earlier this 
year, will hold a series of discussions 
later this year with fashion industry big¬ 
wigs, including magazine editors, mod¬ 
els and advertisers in which she hopes 
to persuade them to stop using so many 
underweight models and digitally 
enhanced photographs. 

In an interview in The Sunday 
Times, Ms Featherstone said: “All 
women have felt that pressure of hav¬ 
ing to conform to an unrealistic stereo¬ 
type, which plagues them their whole 
life. It’s not just the immediate harm; it 
is something that lasts a lifetime. 
Young girls are under intense pressure 
the whole time.” 

Ms Featherstone believes all pho¬ 
tographs which have been retouched 
should be accompanied with a small 
warning or emblem to show that they 
are not entirely natural. 

“I am very keen that children and 
young women should be informed 


about airbrushing so they don’t fall vic¬ 
tim to looking at an image and thinking 
that anyone can have a 12in waist,” she 
said. “It’s not possible.” 

Ms Featherstone’s comments last 
week drew criticism from some corners 
after she suggested that the curvaceous 
Christina Hendricks, an actress who 
appears in US TV series Man Men, is a 
good role model. 


But in her blog, she emphasised that 
this was just an example. “The last 
thing we need is to move from one 
impossible idealised and unobtainable 
image of the super-skinny kind to 
another impossible and unobtainable 
image of the curvy kind,” she wrote. 

The subject was discussed during last 
year’s Lib Dem conference as part of 
the party’s Real Women policy paper.

A WANNABE model from 
Haringey has made the final 
cut of a nationwide competition 
set up to discover Britain’s 
freshest faces.

We meet one of the big 
cheeses of Muswell Hill 
whose love fuelled the 
sweet smell of success

F ROM the decadent goo of gorgonzola to 
the earthy richness of Montgomery Ched¬ 
dar or crumbly Caerphilly - there is some¬ 
thing on a cheese board to suit most tastes. 

And cheese fans of all persuasions must think 
they have died and gone to heaven when they 
walk through the doors of the aptly named 
Cheeses shop in Muswell Hill Broadway. Owned 
by self-confessed foodie and bubbly mother-of- 
two Vanessa Wiley, the small but perfectly 
formed shop is packed to the rafters with exciting 
cloth-wrapped parcels, wooden boxes with pun¬ 
gent lumps lying in wait under layers of paper 
and huge blocks encased in deep crimson- 
coloured wax. It smells intense and intriguing, 
like a luxurious version of a French supermarket. 
Except here, the cheeses come from all over 
Europe and fall under just one category - each is 
the very best. 

“I used to work in a castle in Scotland with my 
best friend and we were given some amazing pro¬ 
duce,” explained Vanessa. 

“There was a little deli we used to go to which 
sold this cheese called Vignotte and we loved it, 
even though it isn’t a particularly spectacular 
cheese. When I came back to London I rushed 
down here to see if they had it. I was so excited 
about it that the owner was impressed with my 
enthusiasm and offered me a job. 

“I worked for him for five years on and off, for 
love more than anything else. Then in 1994 I 
bought the place.” 

Vanessa champions small producers and 
dairies and most of her English cheeses are 
sourced straight from the farms. The 
Montgomery Cheddar - a personal favourite of 
Vanessa’s - is made by Jamie Montgomery on his 
farm in Somerset and has been rolling its way to 
her shelves for the past 14 years. 

The cheddar is aged for 18 months and has 
become renowned for its beautiful rich taste and 
smooth texture. 

“I do only the best brie because it’s pointless 
having anything else,” said Vanessa, pointing to 
another carefully monitored fridge. 

“I think the quality of our service and our 
knowledge is what sets us apart. It’s things like 
knowing that if you cut cheese up into pieces and 
wrap it, it’s almost as if you are killing it. Here we 
mature everything properly and sell it at its best, 
which I think is quite unusual. 

“There’s nothing worse than going into a shop 
and asking what bries they do and have the assis¬ 
tant look at you blankly. And that’s the way it is.” 

Vanessa also believes that cheese should be 
cheese - she is opposed to adding flavourings 
such as chilli or fruit, although she occasionally 
makes an exception for truffles encased in brie. 

“If you put foreign bodies into cheese, you 
have to also put in preservatives,” she explained. 

“So if you have Wensleydale and apricots, for 
example, you’re also eating chemicals. 

“I would much rather have a lovely plate of 
Wensleydale and some beautifully fresh apricots. 
When supermarket cheese sometimes leaves 
you with a sharp taste, that’s the chemicals 
you’re tasting.” 

Vanessa recently lost eight stone but is 





matter-of-fact about cheese’s dark reputation as a 
dieter’s nemesis. 

She said: “I was a very large lady, but I never 
had a cholesterol problem. The doctor said mine 
was better than his!” 

“I think good cheese, especially sheep’s cheese 
which is better for you, helps keep skin clear and 
also aids digestion. The French eat good food and 
good cheese and they are much healthier than we 
are as a nation. 

“You just need to eat a good amount and cut out 
the snacks in between. 


S TINKING BISHOP has a reputation as 
being the cheese most offensive to the nos¬ 
trils and has been likened to the stench of 
unwashed socks, but Vanessa assures me she can 
“do even smellier”. 

She explained that the cheese is washed in a 
drink made from the local Stinking Bishop pear 
every four weeks while it matures. Sales figures 
of the handmade, Gloucestershire cheese shot up 
after it was featured in the Wallace and Gromit 
film The Curse Of The Were-Rabbit. 

I fired a sneaky question at Vanessa’s seven- 
year-old son William when her back was turned, 
asking whether he was ever tempted by the likes 
of Cheesestrings or any other lurid, highly 
processed supermarket offerings? 

“Mum says don’t eat those kind of cheeses,” he 
said after carefully considering his answer. “I 
only really like proper cheese.” 

The family also includes 11-year-old Harry and 
Vanessa’s husband Trevor, who live together in 
Harrow, and she admits that cheese figures 
largely in Wiley family life. 
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“I promised the boys I would never work over 
Christmas again because it just gets so busy,” she 
said. “I take 30 per cent of my trade in ten days 
in December. But I have to compete with the 
supermarkets. If people want me here, they have 
to use me all year round. If you want us here 
come and see us a bit more often! You definitely 
get what you pay for.” 

And the family became unstuck during a recent 


holiday to the USA when they found themselves 
stranded, late at night, with not so much as a 
hunk of cheddar in sight. 

“We were absolutely starving and all they had 
was this sweaty, orange cheese which came in a 
tin,” exclaimed Vanessa, grimacing at the mem¬ 
ory. “Never again!”

Call for action: Mums protested at St Ann’s Hospital at breastfeeding service cuts

DOZENS of mothers and 
babies descended on NHS 
Haringey’s headquarters last 
Thursday to demand more help 
for breastfeeding mums. 

About 30 people gathered 
outside the offices of the pri¬ 
mary care trust at St Ann’s Hos¬ 
pital, in St Ann’s Road, to put 
their demands to bosses. 

They baked breast-shaped 
cupcakes, held lollipop-shaped 
Keep Haringey Breastfeeding 
placards and handed over a peti¬ 


tion signed by more than 400 
people. The protest was even 
attended by one mother whose 
baby is only three weeks old. 

The mothers are campaigning 
for more specialist breastfeed¬ 
ing midwives in Haringey to 
help give their children the 
healthiest start in life, following 
a decision by NHS Haringey to 
discontinue the post. 

The authority says the role 
was only temporary and argue 
that breastfeeding rates in the 
borough remain the 12th best 
in London. 


Sara Hall, who lives in Dar¬ 
win Road, Wood Green, with 
her two-month-old son Thomas, 
said: “It was a really good 
turnout. It is really hard for 
mothers with young babies to 
traipse around attending meet¬ 
ings, but people feel really 
strongly about breastfeeding. 
We have been heard now - it is 
just a question of whether any¬ 
thing will be done.”

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Store defends putting 
squirrel on the menu

AN ANIMAL welfare group has 
hit out at a shop in Crouch End 
for deciding to stock squirrel 
meat on its shelves. 

Vegetarians’ International 
Voice for Animals, known as 
Viva, has accused Budgens of 
cashing in on a “wildlife mas¬ 
sacre” for selling packs of grey 


squirrel meat at about £4 each. 
They say the shop is effectively 
supporting the “barbaric and 
needless” cull of thousands of 
grey squirrels across the UK and 
perpetuating a “cruel and need¬ 
less fashion” of eating wild meat. 

Juliet Gellatley, zoologist and 
Viva founder, said: “Culls of 
thousands of grey squirrels by 
so-called conservation groups to 


boost populations of red squirrels 
are irrational, inhumane and des¬ 
tined to fail, so it is very sad that 
Budgens is allowing profit to be 
made from wildlife massacre. 

“If this store is attempting to 
stand out from the crowd by sell¬ 
ing squirrel, the only message it 
is giving out is that it is happy to 
have the blood of a beautiful 
wild animal on their hands

The store has been selling 
the meat for four months and 
gets the squirrels from a sup¬ 
plier in north Essex. 

Andrew Thornton, the owner 
of the shop in The Broadway, 
has defended the decision to 
stock squirrel, arguing the prac¬ 
tice is sustainable and that it is 
better for the animals to be 
eaten than incinerated. 

Actress Jenny Seagrove, a 
Viva patron, has also spoken 
out on the issue. 

She said: “It is unbelievable 
that our wild grey squirrels are 
now being killed and packaged 


up for sale in such high-street 
stores. Anyone who cares about 
wildlife, as I do, should be 
appalled at Budgens for allow¬ 
ing this. It seems that no animal 
is to be spared falling victim to 


such companies’ marketing 
ploys. What gruesome product 
will be next to grace our food 
aisles? Blackbird, field mouse 
or mole?”

HAVING Mini-Gannet in tow, we 
needed a place for lunch that would 
be simple and accommodating. We 
found it in Pap’s in Southgate. 

Sitting down at one of the dozen 
or so tables, we had a few moments 
to take in the simple decor, and were 
surprised at the extensive amount of 
alcohol on offer. But having MG with 
us meant that an afternoon of fish, 
chips and binge-drinking debauch¬ 
ery was, sadly, not on the menu. 

Calamari (£4) was the starter of 
choice, with enough to share with 
the little ’un, and its batter spoke of 
great things to come with the main 
course. It was light, fluffy and crisp. 

MG was, however, not to be 
catered for by the children’s menu 
(£4.80), which didn’t offer any proper 


fish, instead sticking to chicken 
nuggets, fish cakes, sausages etc. 
So we all took up the waiter’s advice 
of the Lunchtime Special menu (£8 
- noon to 3pm) which offered a 
selection of fish with chips or boiled 
potatoes and peas, baked beans or 
salad, and tea and coffee. 

Despite the continuing clamour at 
the takeaway desk, our cod and rock 
main courses arrived without any 
undue delay, and our hope for the 
batter was to be proved correct. 
Whoever came up with the recipe can 
now rest easy that their contribution 
to the advancement of society is 
done. Marvellous job, Mr or Mrs Pap. 

But what of the fish, which the per¬ 
fect batter wrapped so enticingly? 

This was by far the best fish we 
have tasted outside of somewhere 
such as Sargasso Sea, our friends 
at the speciality seafood restaurant 
just down the road from Pap’s in 
Winchmore Hill. 

MG devoured the slab of cod 
before her, while the rock eaters 
couldn’t get over just how meaty their 
choice was. It was incredibly fresh, 
plenty of it, succulent and, yes, meaty. 
Great big, hearty, meaty mouthfuls of 
meaty fish. Lovely. And meaty. 

So that’s the fish covered, and the 


chips were fine things indeed, too. 
Nice and big, although could have 
done with being a big more crunchy, 
but maybe that’s just us. 

Chocolate ice-cream (£3.50) did 
the job in finishing us off, as our poor 
bloated stomachs just couldn’t face 
the traditional desserts on offer such 
as treacle pudding, apple pie and 
spotted dick (each £3.50). So, with 
everyone full and MG with a tale of 


healthy eating to tell Mummy Gan- 
net, the job was done. 

On our way out we squeezed past 
the takeaway mob and into the 
bright sunshine, happy and con¬ 
tented. However, with the amount of 
booze that Pap’s is offering, an 
evening return is soon in the offing.

A HALF-finished paint job; cold 
beans on toast; a phone call that 
keeps cutting out. All induce the 
same dissatisfaction and irritation as 
this dog’s dinner of a film that looks 
pretty grim and tastes worse. 

Let’s start with the title - a 
pathetic play on words for which 
you wait, with a sense of dread, to 
see how the writers crowbar the 
words “knight” and “day” into the 
story in truly dreadful style. 

Then there’s the names above the 
title. Tom Cruise and Cameron Diaz 
were decent ten years ago, when 
they put a bit of effort into their work 
(Magnolia and Being John 
Malkovich respectively). 

Sadly nowadays they seem to be 
merely phoning in their perfor¬ 
mances as mirror images of their 
tedious real-life selves. 

Together on screen, the pair cre¬ 
ate an anti-charisma black hole 
which sucks in anything remotely 
entertaining or engaging within a 
100m radius. This includes the mer¬ 
est hint of style chemistry to leave 
them about as sexually arousing as 
a couple of middle-aged Smurfs. 

The film itself is a really poor 
homage to Hitchcock movies with¬ 


out any of the style, sophistication, 
sense of tension, witty repartee, bril¬ 
liant characters etc... but desper¬ 
ately wants to be a comedy thriller 
in the North By Northwest mould. 

Super spy Roy Miller (Cruise) is 
on the run from the FBI and some 
baddies with a small battery shaped 
thing that is apparently the first per¬ 
petual energy source since the sun 
itself - WOW!! 

One day at the airport he bumps 
into homely mechanic June Havens 
(Diaz) and drags her into his dan¬ 


gerous world of explosions, car 
chases and multiple murder. 

Much “comic” mayhem ensues 
as Cruise attempts to keep his sang 
froid while Havens begins by hating 
him but so predictably melts before 
the end of the film. ENOUGH 
ALREADY - STOP!! 

Just thinking about the 110 min¬ 
utes I lost watching this derivative 
drivel is nearly as depressing as 
watching the waste of time and 
space in the first place.

WITH growing signs that rental market is 
improving, now could be a good time to 
re-enter the buy-to-let property market. 

Demand for rental accommodation 
increased rapidly in the second quarter of 
2010.

Report shows that almost three times as 
many landlords reported tenant demand 
was rising. The increase in demand for 
homes to rent is causing a fall in rental 
void periods and pushing up rental prices 
across much of north London - attractive 
as a proposition for buy-to-let investors.

buy-to-let property portfolio by buying 
another property rental investment.

HARRY REDKNAPP admits that he is 
still hoping to bolster his Tottenham 
Hotspur squad before the new season gets 
under way later this month. 

Having missed out on their top transfer 
target of the summer when Joe Cole chose 
to join Liverpool, Spurs suffered another 
blow last week when an official bid for 
midfielder Scott Parker was rejected by 
West Ham. 

But, with less than two weeks to go until 
they launch their league bid against Man¬ 
chester City, the manager is determined 
to bring in some new faces and has hinted 
he may try to make a raid on their big¬ 
spending opening day opponents. 

“I just need a couple of fresh faces that 
would make the difference,” said Red- 
knapp. “One or two walk through the door 
and it gives everyone a lift. 

“I hoped Cole would have done that if 
he’d come here, but I think there are one 
or two out there who would do the same - 
maybe from Manchester City. 


“I think there will be lots of loans about, 
because teams are going to loan people out 
just to get them off the wage bill.” 

Meanwhile, Redknapp has revealed that 
he may rest skipper Ledley King from the 
clash against City on August 14 to ensure 
that he is fit for their crucial Champions 
League qualifier four days later. 

The injury-plagued defender is yet to 
feature for Spurs in their pre-season 
campaign, but the manager hopes that King 
will be able to play a part in their bid 
to reach the group stages of Europe’s 
premier club competition. 

“Ledley’s come back but his knee is not 
great so we’ve got to be careful,” he said. 
“That Champions League qualifier is 
massive for us. 

“We’ve worked hard to get there and 
we want to get into the group stages, 
otherwise all the good work we put in last 
season won’t count for anything. 

“If Ledley is fit the chances are that 
I’ll save him for that, because those two 
qualifying games are now the bigger 
matches for us.”
